Completion of the first nitrate plant in Finland, that of the Typpi Oy 
(Nitrate Corporation) in Oulu, was marked by an installation ceremony held in 

facl l itles Laanila on 29 November 1952- The plant, construction 
of which began about 1 January 1951, produced its first shipment of domestic 
calc 1 uni -ammonium nitrate at the end of September 1952.
